■'• lietfrnitfg of the arrival in Chicago 
of Joseph Martin Hognn, one of tbo 

Feiii&n prisoners who escaped fioiu 
Freouiantle, Australia, by tlio Anioricau 
wbaleahip "Catalpa" lust April, a re- 
porter felt it his duty the hunt the 
gentleman up and learn something from 
hiflS.in regard to his life before ho was 
senfto Australia, and sundry other 
matters of interest. The reporter made 
known hi3 object, and mot with a 
hearty welcome. After conversing for 
some .time: upon the circumstances 
conneoted with the escape, with which 
the public are already familiar, tho re- 
porter asked Mr. Hogan to give a his- 
tory of tbo Fenian organization iu 
Ireland, tnd moro especially of tlie 
incidents connected with hia own for- 
tunef^To tjiis he assented, and related 
ti[e Mllbwmg somewhat "strange 
eventful history": — 

I joined the Fenian organization in 
18G3. In the next year I became ac- 
quainted with a gentleman named 
John D. Devy, who was tbo organizer 
of the Fenian military forces in the 
Btitish army. He had been a French 
army oiTicer. I was ap])oiiitcd by him 
Head-Contro of tbo Fifth Dragoon 
Guards. Tho Order thou numbered 
close on \o 200 men, all sworn to tho 
overthrow of Her Majesty's Govern- 
ments -I had many interviews with 
Devy before I went to London, and 
was authorized to go into the Thir- 
teenth, and Seventeenth and tbo Sev- 
enty-third Eegimeuts to organize 
them. We were completely successful. 
Out of fio British army in lOnglaud, 
Irolaud B,nd Scotland, wi; IuuU.'jO. 000 mou 
all of thera awora t'euiann unJer tbo 
Ireland and sworn Fenians nndor the 
command of Devy. Ho worktul it up 
OU the outside, while I was ou tho in- 
side. I.M?a8 then Private Orderly to 
Gen. Gordon. We were removed from 
tho County of Dublin to the city, and 
out of 1,U00 men in tbo Sixty first 
Regiment wo had GOU Fenians. They 
held meetings every week, and Dovy 
used to go and visit them. In the 
course of these visits a plau was laid 
to capture Pigeon House, one of tho 
fortsin Dublin, as well as the lioyal 
Barracks and Baker's Biish, At tbo 
same lime we were to receive in custody 
Sir Hugh Rose, Commander-in-Chief 
of the British forces in Ireland, and 
the Lord-Lieutenant. Tbo expedition 
was ordered and ur;^;i:!!/,ed by Devy i;i 
connection with the Conlre Fenian or- 
ganization. Including deserters from 
the British forces, civilians, and every- 
body, there were at tbis time about.

all told in Dublin. Tbey were to 
rjjake the attack on a certain night to 
■be appointed by James Stephens. 
But this cold-blooded man, said Mr. 
Hogan, with soino energy, not to say 
partial disgust, refuset,! to give the 
orders. Tliero was another man iu 
this plot with Stephens — Co). Kolley, 

-fclje was no lighting man. Ho was a 

.ipeade man. He was agopd organizer, 
Dutiie wanted time. On tho ITtli of 
January, 1SG5, tluuo was a meeting of 
li'ifth Dragoon C uards — scventoeu of 
us— with two American officers and 
one private party, who is well-known 
throughout the history of of this move- 
ment. They formed a plot to seize 
tho Commander-in-Chief aud the Jjord 
Lieutenant at 12 o'clock at night. 
Wo wore expecting to get news from 
America iu about three mouths, and 
we intended then to carry out the plot. 
A rascal named Foley, however, in- 
formed on UH just seventeen (l.'i.y» b'o- 
fore tho plot wiVi to Inj put into o.ecn- 
tion. Wo did not hiur.v that l'\iK;y 
was a spy. lie hud bciMi present at 
another meeting and, being a soldier 
in tho BQino regiment, we didn't mis- 
poet him until ho showed his colours 

,. and became ivaitor, dcftyjng h\n 

'-' yjllo, hji3 country, and his god. 
Mr. Hogan here jjaiised. 
"WoU," resumed the narrator after 

' this pause, "wo were arrostod and 
ponvictod. Six of ua, I among the 
number, were sentonood to bo lunig, 
fVnd tho other f(jur got slioi i ficnl eniu's, 
-— fiftooii or twenty yv/.Lir,. The sen- 
tences ui those wl'io wero to bo huug 
wore afterwards commuted to im- 
prisonment for life." 

"Whom have you to thank for 
that?" asked the roportor.J 

ito.i MWell, it was done at the Queen's 
orders, but tho reason for it was that, 

" Quing to the high tide of the public 
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oxcitemont in Dublin, the British were 
afraid to execute uu. Wo wero taken 
to Mount Joy Priaou, near Dublin. 
Were transferred from there to Pinto- 
ville, then to ^l^ilbaQk/^'and.^l^en to 
Chatham. At' all 'the'se Bta,tions" we 
wero searched three times a day, — 
at night by tho ligh of a lantern when 
our clothes wero taken from us. We 
remained stubborn to tho last, although 
I may say we kept our good charact- 
c rs, and our captors could find 'on 
excuse for punishing us. Three 
months past and we were borne to the

making the voyage on the ship "Huge- 
mont," iu chains. We landed in Aus- 
tralia on tho 'Jlh of January, IHtJS. Wo 
were divided among parties of British 
convicts, — one of us in each party,— 
and set to work. We remonstrated 
against this, and refused to work. Wo 
wi'ro then thrown into dark cells, and 
kept tbcro— some of us iu one part of 
tho country, and some in another. 
iVfterwards wo wero all sent on road- 
jjarties, and wo did manage to get a 
little time to communicate with our 
friends. 

"Will you tell mo somothing about 
subsequent events, — how your friends 
managed to get word from you and 
helped you to escape?" ' 

"I will say this much. I sent a letter 
to Devy, who was in New York, putting 
his letter in another envelope, and 
ilirecting this outside envelope to Peter 
Kern. After a while I received an 
answer from Dovy, telling me to wait 
six months. Meanwhile, preparations 
'.voro going on for our liberation. Still, 
we remained two years and more bo- 
fore help came and wo were free." 

"Perhaps T can tell you something 
about tho preparations made in this 
country," said a Mr. McClure. 

"Just what I want," said the repor- 
ter. 

"To begin, then: John Devy was 
the father of the movement iu America. 
Ho projected tho scheme. Over a 
year ago ho called a commit too of 
prominent Irishmen together. They 
met in Boston.and I had the honour to 
represent the West. There Devy 
revealed the sohoiuo — which was tho 
rescue of these mou. Tho plan met 
with tho unanimous approval of this 
Committee. They raised $30,000, 
which they placed in the hands of 
Devy and other prominent Irishmen. 
Thoy finally completed all their arran- 
gements, bought the Catalpa selecteil 
the crew and sent them out upon tlioir 
mission. Tho result is tho rescue of 
all the men except' Kelly, an informer, 
who was sentenced along with the 
others, but whom they left behind in 
Australia when thoy escaped. Besides 
that, we have the ship Catalpa, and 
are some ?1,0;000 dbead.". ' 



THE NEW VICEEOY OF INDIA. 



He Reprimands A Magistrate for Undue 
Leniency to an Englishman. 

fLondon Btonrtard ] 

It has been Lord Lytton's mis- 
fortune at the commencement of his 
Viceregal^career grievously to oll'end 
Anglo Indian opinion. Mr. Fullur, of 
Agra, a Government ])leudcr, having 
been kept waiting by hia groom, when 
his carriage was ut the door ready to 
take him and hia family to church, 
upon the man making his appearance 
slapped his face and pulled his hair. 
'I'lio groom either foil or was atruck 
down, and upon rising ami uitemptiuf,' 
to climb ovir a neighbouring wi.ll 
sank to the ground auci died. Upon a 
postmortem examination he was found 
to have been afllictcd with a mortal 
diseu.sc — an ciilargoment uf tin; spleen 
so e.\cessivo that iu tho upiniou uf 
medical wiliiesii'H tho alightitst blow 
w;is Bullicient to produce a rupture. 
Mr. Fuller was brought before tin; 
liu ul joint magistrate, Mr. Leeds, and 
upon tlie charge of " wilfully causing 
hurt" was convicted aiul sontcnoed to 
a fine of thirty rupees, or fifteen days' 
imprisonment. There was no reason to 
believe that Mr. Fuller had any sus- 
picion of his groom's state of health, 
or had any intention of doingf him ser- 
ious bodily injury. The charge was one 
of simple assault, and under the 
Indian penal code the magistrate, it is 
not denied,' had full power to deal 
with it summartiy. The oaso attraotod 
the attention of tho Viceroy, who 
applied to the (..((jverunioiit of tho 
Norlliwost Provinces for full particu- 
hirs. At tho iiislancu of that (iovoin- 
menl it was referred to tho High Court, 
aud that tribunal, after inquiriqg into 
tho facts, expressed an opinion that 
tho sei^tenco was not " specially open 
to objection, " though regretting that 
a heavier jienalty had not been inllict- 
ed upon Air. Fuller. Tho Viceroy 
thereupon has written aud put)liHhed 
a minute sovoroly censuring tho con- 
duct of Mr. Leeds, tho joint magistrate, 
and by imi)lication the lii.gh Court as 
well as the Govcrmiiont of the North- 
west Provinces. Tbo joint inagiHlraio 
is rebuked for "viewing an assault re- 
sulting in the death of tho injured 
man in. justitbe same light.as if ^,t< l4ad 
been attended by no such resiilts." 
llis plain duty, his Exc(dlonoy thinks, 
was to iiavo sent Mr. Fuller to trial 
for "tho more serious oilenoo," that is 



to say, for culpable homicide. The 
Viceroy "caiuujt say whether Mr. Ful- 
ler would havo been convicted of the 
moro serious oflence," but maintains 
tha', besides his error of judgment iu 
trying tbis case himsblf,' Mr; Leeds 
has evinced a most inadequate sense 
of tho magnitude of the ofj'euce of 
which iMr. Fuller was found guilty." 
In consequence of Mr. Leeds' conduct 
in the ca>e, Lord Lylton directs hiui 
to bo "severely reprimanded for his 
great want of judgment, and judicial 
capacity," and to lio suspeutled from 
his duties unlil ho has given jjroof of 
better judgment, and a more correct 
appreciation of the duties and res- 
ponsibilities of magisterial office."

But tho inquisitive 
member of the gouus bos was resolved to 
interview someone, and after a very cur- 
sory glance at those in his immediate vi- 
cinity he espied the most amuible captain 
in tho town. Natural instinct seemed to 
convey to tho bull a knowledge that tho 
captain was the very lu.ni ho wanted to 
fcocomo acquainted with, so after him he 
tjS^velled at a 2.40 pace. But tho captain 
evidently did not desire tho introduction 
a^'d'pi'bpelled himself at hi.s beat speed to 
avoid tho proposed bovine familiarity. 
Yet tho 2. 40 pace was equal to the occasion 
and tho animal was almost within roach 
of tho captain's coat tiils when, wliether 
intentionally or by accident, that gentle- 
man fell down just a yard in front of his 
parsaar and probably the most elevating 
mtrodnction on record was avoided by 
tho animal going clean over him at a 
stride.

Plumper Pass Islands, 

The Hon. Mr. Smithe, Minister of Agri- 
culture, returned last evening from a 
tour ami ug the islands adjacent to tho 
Criilf of Georgia, iu the vicinity of Plum- 
per Past;. 09 found that ■ ai^iiimbor of 
thriving settlers are located there and 
that there is room for soveral more, Tho 
lack of v.iail communication is a great 
drawback; but tbo establishment of a 
postofKce and the erection of a wharf on 
Mayno Island at which tho ateamor might 
call, deliver mails aud receive freight for 
Victoria and New Westminster, would at 
once give an impetus to bnainess and 
make those islantw desirable places of 
settlement. Sheep farming is being ex- 
tensively ontorod into by the settlors aud 
apparently with good results, although 
they at present labor under the disadvan- 
tage of having their runs overstocked by 
tho sheep of non-residents. Largo ilocks 
are often brought over from San Juan 
aud other islands on the American sido 
and landed ou these islands from whioh 
thoy aro roshipped to Victoria and Nanai- 
mo markets, avoiding thereby the pay- 
ment of duties. Tho Custom House au- 
thorities ought to look after this 
eva.s'on of the payment, and an Act 
Bhould be passed by tho Legislature to 
protect tho bona fide settlers in the enjoy- 
ment of their legitimate right^to the pus- 
turage of their own islands. Another 
induBtry— oil tisliory — whioh affords lu- 
crative em[)loYmont to a number of per- 
sons is being extensively carried on by 
the residents; and altogether the people, 
who are remarkai)ly contented, are a 
thrifty and wealth producing communi- 
ty, developing as fast as oiroumstanoeH 
will permit the natural resources of this 
interesting locality.
